the matter of aid to Finland with 
the state department 


Asked at his press conference to- 


day whether the conversations hac 
resulted in any decisions he replied 
in the negative. 


He went on to say, however, that 


the question of providing assistance 
to the Finns ought not to become 
on cf partisan politics. 
In oth- 


er words, he said, the Russian at- 
tack on Finland, the destitution o: 
large numbers of people, and the 
need for maintaining Finnish inde- 
pendence, should not be a part) 
matter over here. 


He said he understood that at his 


suggestion congressional 
leaders 


were trying to get together to see 
what might be done. 


But, asserting that he had not the 


faintest idea of specific steps that 
might be taken, he turned aside 
questions about whether aid might 
be extended in the form of loans or 
the selling of the army's Garanc 
rifles to the Finns at a nominal sum. 


Confers With Taylor 


Mr. Roosevelt had as one of his 


callers today Myron Taylor, whom 
he appointed as his personal repre- 
sentative to the Vatican to work for 
peace. 


In response to questions, the chief 


executive said that he did not con 
template giving Taylor any specific 
instructions but would talk over 
with him the whole situation. 


A reporter inquired whether Tay- 


lor was acquainted with the objec- 
tives of the chief executive's peace 
proposals. Mr, Roosevelt said .there 
were "no objectives, that he talkcc 
with people all the time about ideals 
of peace. But those ideals can not be 
put down point by point, he declar 
cd. 


The matter, he said, is too didact- 


ic. 


Newspapers, he said, have to be 


didactic but that in his own mind 
he was not He said he knew that 
fact spoiled a story but it couldn't 
be helped.

30 men had been working. Belief 
was expressed that the men had 
made their way to another section 
and successfully barricaded them- 
selves against gas but these hopes 
were dashed with the finding of the 
bodies in a passageway leading off 
from the entry. 


The bodies were approximately 


8,000 feet from the shaft and some 
2,400 feet away from another group 
of workers that might be alive.

of the downstairs room facing the 
walk can be seen heads of adult 
students industriously bent 
over 


drawing boards. 


Inside the building the 'first floor 


classes take on a more academic 
quietness, while upstairs the hum of 
busy sewing machines and scrunch 
of scissors on cloth intermingle with 
cheerful sounds of kitchen work, 
the tinkle of silver'and the noises of 
dishes being placed or washed. The 
tantalizing odors of cooking foods 
gives the crowning touch to the 
homemaking department and many 
a delayed appetite to students on 
the lower floor when they emerge 
from their classrooms.. 


105 Classes 


From Monday through Friday 


men and women who have finished 
their day's work, young people, 
middle-aged folk, housewives and 
teachers gather at the school to go 
to various classes for an evening of 
study. The 105 classes are divided 
under six departments 
with the 


homemaking division heading the 
list in popularity with 36 classes, al- 
ihough the trade extension division 
offers the greatest variety with 22 
different subjects in its total of 26 
classes. 


Among the unusual work being 


done in the homemaking division 
are six neighborhood sewing classes 
leld throughout the week in thc 
home of a dressmaker taecher, a 
course in costume design and tex- 
tiles, a class in home nursing and 
one in interior decorating. Knitting 
s so popular that it takes six class- 
es to accommodate the 
evening 


needle clickers, while the 11 sew- 
ing classes held in the school in- 
clude those for beginners, advanced 
seamstresses and special work such 
as children's clothing and pattern 
cutting. The 10 classes in foods that 
are responsible for the delicious 
odors that pervade the school halls 
about 8:30 every evening are for be- 
ginners and more dexterous cooks 
and students interested 
in party 


foods, table service and supper 
clubs that plan, cook and eat their 
own meals. 


The courses in the general indus- 


trial and trade departments read 
like a curriculum of a college engi- 
neering school. 
While one group 


studies the fine points of blue print 
reading or architectural 
drawing, 


another is busily engaged with the 
stains and varnishes that go with 
cabinet making, the hammer and 
saws of -woodworking and the ma- 
chine shops or the gadgets and nois- 
es that characterize thc electric mo- 
tor, foundry, and welding classes. 
Whether it be masonry, auto me- 
chanics, air-conditioning, refrigera- 
tion or sheet metal, the vocational 
school has a class for it. 


Courses In Selling 


In the distributive division that 


deals with the field of selling are 
six classes in salesmanship, three in 


office management, one of show 
card writing, one in pharmacy and 
one in life insurance. 


Several classes in 
typewriting, 


shorthand, bookkeeping 
together 


with one class in business English 
and C. P. A, accounting comprise 
the commercial group of studies. 


While others are keeping their 


hands occupied in the printing shop, 
kitchen or the shops, students in 
the general improvement division 
classes are engaged in parsing verbs, 
studying how to do lip reading or 
learning the whys and wherefores 
of psychology. French, Spanish and 
English classes belong to this group 
as well as a class in cooperative eco- 
nomics and citizenship. 


In characterizing the 
vocational 


school mathematics courses as a caf- 
eteria in figures ranging from good 
old fashioned arithmetic to 
ad- 


vanced calculus. Herb Heilig. direc- 
tor of the school, really expresses 
his entire adult study 
program.

A STRAIGHT UTILITY YARDSTICK 


The Associated Gas &: Electric, one of 


those gigantic utility holding companies 
erected like a skeleton of scantlings over 
the operating companies, has finally en- 
tered tha bankruptcy court seeking a re- 
organization. 


It was forced to ask the protection of 


the court because SEC would no longer 
permit it to drain the operating compan- 
ies to meet its own bloated obligations. 


On onf occasion some years ago the 


Post-Crescent in this column reviewed the 
several hundred companies that formed 
this spread eagle concern. There were so 
many of them, and of such a variety, 
and p r a c t i c a l l y all of them well 
loaded with debt, that a fair reserve of 
cash could be shuttled around from one to 
another to liquidate the most pressing 
obligations while the operating compan- 
ies, the real workers, toiled day and night 
to meet the heavy demands upon them 
by their parent "companies and all their 
step-parents, too. 


Finally came the day when SEC halted 


the payment of any more dividends by the 
operating companies to the various units 
of the superstructure above them in order 
"to protect the financial integrity of the 
various operating units." 


Here, of course, is another yardstick 


that is straight and fair. The creation of 
SEC did net involve the expenditures of 
hundreds of millions or billions of the 
people's funds. It involved only the selec- 
tion of a high grade personnel to watch 
after the people's interests in relation to 
the operation of public utilities. SEC has 
on many occasions demonstrated plainly 
the practically complete power and con- 
trol of the government over untilities, the 
authority to regulate their affairs, con- 
trol the vot.ng of dividends by them, evpn 
restrict the employment of their cash bal- 
ances, in order to keep the operating 
units in solvent, healthy condition, and 
able to comply with orders respecting the 
rate structure which again is fixed by 
these repre?entatives of the public. 


The power which the people have over 


their utilities, as again indicated by the 
course of the Associated Gas & Electric, 
is a complete barrier to the investment of 
huge sums of the people's money in com- 
peting utilities simply because it presents 
this unanswerable question: If the people

No, said Griswold. He has written 


repeatedly that it was a bad move 
for the United States ever to have 
taken on the responsibility of the 
Philippines. He believes the country 
now thinks the same. 


"The Washington and London na- 


val treaties, the Philippine inde- 
pendence act. and last but not least 
the cash-and-carry neutrality law 
showed a very substantial qualifica- 
tion of the 'command-of-the-sea' 
doctrine," he said. 


*Did Captain Puleston agree with 


him? He did not.He reflects the na- 
vy's almost unanimous view that 
the theories o£ sea power outlined a 
generation ago by Captain Mahan 
are more in force now than ever be- 
fore. 


"When Americans realize," he 


said, "that the best naval defense Is 
a naval offense, I am convinced they 
will provide the necessary bases for 
the American fleet in the Far East." 
(These, no doubt, would be either 
in the Philippines or at Guam, or 
both.) 


"If the Philippines did not exist 


it would still be necessary for the 
United States to protect its interest 
in the Far East," he continued. 


On the other hand, Griswold ar- 


gued that there were no grounds in 
experience for the assertions of the 
sea-minded that America must figh 
or be ready to fight in all parts o: 
the world to protect its foreign 
trade lines. That, he said, is a doc 
trine which Captain Mahan carriet 
over from the British. 


"Because the welfare of so few 


Americans, as compared with Eng 
lishmen, was bound up with over 
seas traffic of any kind," he said 
"the American people never wishec 
to do those things as much as the 
British." 


But that is a mistaken policy, saic 


the naval man. "Professor Griswold 
states that the United States invests 
less capital abroad than Great Brit 
ain. This is one of the contributing 
causes to the world crisis. Econo 
mists 
almost universally 
agree 


that the sudden cessation of Amer 
ican capital exports in 1929 was an 
important cause of the financia 
crisis. The continued « looking-in 
wardness' of American citizens pro 
tracts the depression." 


The thing goes on endlessly. Just

Mahanistic Captain 
Puleston glories in it. 


"Americans may not want any

and vitamin A) and orange juice 
(to supply vitamin C) is cut down, 
in New Zealand as it is too com- 
monly in America, and the child's 
diet consists chiefly of refined car- 
bohydrates (starches and sugars). 
Children on the latter diet suffer 
from subnutriuon. which is indi- 
cated by decay of the teeth. 


In New Zealand the people con- 


sume great quantities of cakes and 
pastry, many depending on such 
food as a mainstay, along with 
strong 
tea, 
plentifully 
sugared. 


Such a diet is deficient In the es- 
sential vitamins B-complex and D, 
and in calcium, iron and iodine. 


It would seem that New Zealand 


people could not be much worse off 
if they lived in the United States.

businesses which have been faced j 
with a certain amount of foreign 
competition are anxious to see the, 
trade agreement power terminated. ( 
while persons and interests anxious 
to see foreign trade enlarged arc 
urging the further making of re-, 
ciprocity agreements.

Insistence that reciprocity is a i 


good thing in principle, but that all i 
trade agreements must be ratified !

It is contended, for I 
instance, that the trade agreement' 
act is itself unconstitutional, though 
the issue has never been specifically 
passed upon by the supreme court 
Certainly the power to make tariff 
duties when delegated by congress j 
to a tariff commission or board has 
been upheld as constitutional in j 
•what arc known as the "flexible ' 
tariff" cases, nnd there never has

ments by diplomatic notes or con- 
ventions. 
The famous Hay "open 


door" policy in the far east which 
contained an exchange of notes with 
various foreign governments on 
trade opportunities in China was 
never submitted to the senate for 
ratification by the Republican ad- 
ministration which negotiated it, 
and there have been many other 
conspicuous cases of the same thing. 


Instant Action 


If it is within the power of con- 


gress to give the executive, as it 
gave to President Coolidge, 
the 


right to change tariff duties within 
certain limits, it will be asserted 


that congress can delegate the same 
discretion to the department of state 
or to the president, who can act on 
recommendation of the secretary of 
state. .Foreign governments have 
greater flexibility than docs the 
American government because un- 
der parliamentary systems changes 
in tariff rates can be made overnight 
The present movement for delegat- 
ing power to the department of state 
grew, out of the uncertain conditions 
in world commerce, changes in cur- 
rency and exchange rates which 
happen almost overnight and the 
desire to put America on a basis 
that would permit instant action in 


stead of long delays while waiting 
for congress to reconvene. 
. But the real opposition to the 
trade agreement power is not on 
constitutional grounds. It is eco- 
nomic and the effort to compel the 
secretary of stale to submit his fu- 
ture agreements to ratification by 
the senate would, if successful, 
mean the end of trade agreements 
of the reciprocal type that alter tar- 
iff duties. For treaties require a 
two-thirds vote of the senate and it 
would be virtually impossible on a 
tariff issue to get two-thirds. 
It 


would be much easier to revise a 
tariff law, because it requires only 


a majority of each house and the 
president has the power of veto. 


Besides, it would be next to im- 


possible for a trade agreement to be 
negotiated with two-thirds of the 
senate and local political considera- 
tions to befc satisfied, and foreign 
governments to be handled with 
delicacy. The alternative to senate 
ratification is the present delegated 
power, but with safeguards, so that 
American interests will be assured 
hearings before and . after certain 
tentative decisions have been -reach- 
ed. Thus at no time would Ameri- 
can producers lose an opportunity 


j to make their protests against ad- 
i verse rulings.

State Health Board Offers 


WPA Help to Com- 


plete Records 


Post-Crescent Madison Bureau 
Madison — Counties and munici- 


palities are being offered an op- 
portunity by the state board of 
health to modernize and complete 
their vital statistics files and in- 
dexes without cost to themselves. 


Approval has been obtained, it 


•was announced, of an $800.000 
state-wide WPA project for the re- 
indexing of vital statistics records 
in state, county and municipal of- 
fices in order to furnish all three 
branches of government with a 
complete and up to date accounting 
of all of the millions of birth and 
death records in "Wisconsinr 


Frank Hall of Madison will be 


supervisor of the project, under the 
direction of Francis Kcster. chief of 
the state board of health's bureau 
of vital statistics. Kester said to- 
day he is anxious to obtain co- 
operation in .sponsoring local proj- 
ects from all municipalities and 
counties, so that the final index 
will be a complete one. 


Law Provisions 


"The Wisconsin laws provide 


that each vital statistics record 
shall be filed in local, county and 
state offices," he explained. The 
indexes are found to be incomplete 
or inaccurate in the bureau of vi- 
tal statistics at" the capital and in 
many of the local and county .of- 
fices. There are also a number of 
records filed in one or two, .but not 
all three of these places. It is felt 
that a supplementary index shotf- 
ing where such records are on file 
and may be obtained if necessary, 
will serve all practical purposes." 


Some idea .of the extent of the 


job is shown in the fact that the 
state office 'alone has more than 
5,500.000 vital statistics records, col- 
lected since the bureau was estab- 
lished a little more than 30 years 
ago. It is expected that the proj- 
ect may last several years and em- 
ploy as many as 800 persons 
throughout the state. 


Kester pointed out that the in- 


creases in social security legislation 
in recent years make the vital sta- 
tistics record steadily more valu- 
able and in demand. During 10 
months of 1939, he reported, the 
state office had requests for infor- 
mation from about 37,000 records, 
and it is likely that a similar num- 
ber of queries were received by lo- 
cal and county registrars.

EW YORK —OR— Though at 
first it seemed that the like-

Olympic games would be a severe 
blow to the year's track and field 
program, it now appears 
that

are in for a banner year of compe- 
tition, both indoors and out. 


Undoubtedly 'there will be inter- 


national competition, in the form 
of pan-American games, even if 
Finland does not stage the Olym- 
pics. 
Cuba plans an abbreviated 


series of games—basketball, track 
and field, swimming and boxing 
included—in late February and ear- 
ly March; Argentina has issued in- 
vitations for a full Olympic pro- 
gram in November, and here in 
the United States in. all likelihood, 
there will be summer games. 


Although fewer track and field 


records than usual were set in 1939, 
competition was unusually keen. 
These two trends should continue 
hand-in-hand in 1940. 


The only way one can account for 


the lack of new records is that 
standards already are so high thaj 
only super-athletes can improve on 
them. Still races and competitions 
this year should be more sensation- 
al than ever, since the number of 
athletes of outstanding ability is 
increasing by leaps and bounds in 
all fields.

As quaint old picture shows Peter 


ihe Great aboard a rowboat on a 
lake -during a storm. The artist 
painted him standing up in a way 
which surely would have made him 
rock the boat! Very-likely the ar- 
tist's picture is not true to life. 


A wish to have a city near the 


sea led Czar Peter to plan the 
building 
of 
St. Petersburg. 
By 


royal order, this city rose in north- 
western Russia on islands at the 
eastern end of the Gulf of Finland. 
The place was fitted to be a port 
for ships going in and out of the 
Baltic sea.

On a May day in 1703, Peter cut ( 


toe sod at the center of one of the' 
islands, and a few minutes later a 
stone casket was buried there 
In 


the casket were the bones of a 
saint and several gold coins. "At 
this spot." said Peter, "a church 
must be built." 


Forty thousand men were set to 


work, laying out the city and put- 
ting up buildings. Among the work- 
men were soldiers and farmers who 
had been called together from many 
parts of Russia. They transported 
soil, stones and wood, carrying 
loads on their backs. 


There were marshes to be filled, 


and the work was hard. Men fell 
sick, and hundreds of them died. 
Some of the sick said they didn't i 
want doctors because they would 
rather die than to labor like slaves. 


The building of St. Petersburg 


dragged on for years, and nearly 
all hated the city before it was 
"finished." One who did not hate 
it was Peter the Great. Living in] 
a three-room log cabin, he watched 
what was going on, and was happy. 


Meanwhile a war broke out be- 


tween Russia and Sweden. When 
prisoners were taken by the Rus- 
sians, they were sent to St. Peters- 
burg to join in the work. Peter 
gave an order that no stone mason' 
in Russia should work anywhere 
except in the city he was building, 
which was to be the capital of his 
empire. 


St. Pclerburg was made the 


Russian capital six years after the 
first sod was turned. It grew rapid- 
ly, and in a half a century it had 
a population of 80.000. Today it is' 
known as Leningrad. Although it, 
is no longer the capital, it ranks 
next to Moscow amonjj Russia's 
cities.

"But 
first, they must develop Christian- 
ity, and if you don't hasten, others 
will do it for you.
